Among new wrinkles in home finances 
ushered in with all the tax rules is the use 
of credit, or “borrowing on the future to 
pay for the present and the past,” as George 
Ade said. 

The main thing is that most personal loans, 
such as credit card interest, or any other loan 
to buy a car or some other personal item, no 
longer carry deductible interest. BUT — home 
loans are still OK, and the interest earned on 
some forms of municipal tax-free bonds are 
still in clover, which is why the crowd is now 
borrowing on the house and buying those tax- 
free bonds. 

Most reputable S&L now offer some form 
of home loans much like a consumer loan, or 
anyway packaged like a consumer loan: one 
such charges 1.75% interest above the prime, 
for an annual percentage rate (APR) of 9.25%, 
which is home cookin’ compared to the roughly 
20% you are paying on your credit card, plus 
the fee — and none of it’s deductible! 

Some, it’s true, do charge a point or two 
(it’s a real estate loan after all) but you still 
come out ’way ahead. So much so that credit 
counselors often tell you to consolidate all 
those old high-interest loans (like plastic- 
charges) into a single low-interest, deductible 
arrangement. Besides, you can use all the $ 
you save to contribute to your IRA — since 
reports of its death are greatly exaggerated. 
If you’re single and making under $25,000 
you can still contribute plus your retirement 
plan from work, or marrieds making under 
$40,000. 

In any case don’t forget “Money is only 
the fringe benefit of a job you like.” — GRIT.

The series offered Feb. 
17, 24 and Mar. 3, “The 
Power of Positive Par¬ 
enting,” is led by B. 
David Brooks, Ph.D., 
vice president of the 
Thomas Jefferson Re¬ 
search Center. Brooks is 
considered an expert in 
his field. His research 
appears in scientific 
journals and popular 
consumer publications 
and he currently consults 
with school districts and 
law enforcement agen¬ 
cies nationwide. 

In the STAR program 
at the school, teachers 
are involved in monthly 
in-services, sharing ideas 
and materials to be used 
in teaching each month’s 
theme. Working from the 
kits from the Thomas 
Jefferson Center, tea¬ 


chers initiate classroom 
activities dealing with 
basic standards of good 
citizenship, such as in¬ 
tegrity, trustworthiness, 
courage, respect and ser¬ 
vice to others. 

At the local school, 
students have learned the 
“Star Song,” composed 
by Carol Greenfield, 
second-grade teacher 
there.

Sierra Madre Search and Rescue Team late 
Friday located a downed aircraft that had been 
missing since last Wednesday. 

The single-engine aircraft was a Beach Bonan¬ 
za and the male pilot, Robert Hutchinson, 52, 
was killed in the crash which burned. He was 
from British Columbia and was traveling from his 
home in Palm Springs to Oxnard. 

The search was started Friday at noon after 
the Civil Air Patrol reported a plane missing in 
the area of Monrovia Peak. Those participating 
were the local team, CAP, Montrose and San Di¬ 
mas Search and Rescue teams who began search¬ 
ing for the plane at noon Friday. Searchers were 
hampered by low clouds, rain and a very weak 
signal from the rescue beacon carried on the plane.

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Is our water safe? 


Water system has suffered some neglect 


Sierra Madre’s water system has always pro¬ 
vided us with ample and delicious water,* but a 
number of its vital components have been neglect¬ 
ed for at least 20 years and have become dan¬ 
gerously aged and deteriorated. 

In Part I we looked at how our current city 
council has decided, at last, to do something about 
it. 

After desilting our precious spreading basins 
and rehabilitating our water tunnels, they faced 
the biggest problem of all: the leak-plagued old 
water mains under our streets, many getting close 
to 70 years old, with a life expectancy of 40 
years. 

The council has approved a three-phase rehabi¬ 
litation program for the worst sections of the dis¬ 
tribution system. 

Phase I is now underway and will include 
rehabilitation of the lines under Laurel, Mariposa, 
Alegria, Sturtevant and Grandview, with completion 
expected in six weeks. 

Phase II is scheduled to commence about 
July 1 and will include Vista Circle Dr., Alta 
Vista, Oakdale, Foothill, Brookside and Orange 
Grove. 

Phase III has not yet reached the stage of even 
designating the streets. 

Beyond that, of course, there will still be some 
40 to 50 streets on the leak list. 


Hopefully, the current momentum will keep 
.ahead of major problems. 

What has all this cost to date and what are 
the estimates for Phase I, II and III? 

Phase I will cost approximately $l'/4 million; 
Horseback guesses, since bids have not yet even 
gone out, for Phase II, come to around $300,000. 
Phase III is still “off in the wild blue yonder,” 
but probably will come to another $350,000. 

The work on the spreading basins and tunnels, 
plus some needed work on boosters and one of our 
wells has cost about $250,000. 

How much do we have in our water capital 
improvement fund and how much will we have 
when we’re done? 

We had $342,000 in money from the $1.2 
million 1971 bond issue after paying for all but 
about $35,000 of the tunnel and spreading basin 
projects. 

After Phase I and II of the water main up¬ 
dating, we’ll be almost $!4 million beyond that. 

We have $1.8 million in reserves for opera¬ 
tions and maintenance, as well as capital improve¬ 
ments. In good years, when we can sell surplus 
water to Arcadia, we can add about $100,000 to 
this kitty. 

Obviously, there is need now to look to the 
future to assure the city councils in years ahead 


not to regress into the false complacency of the 
past and will have sufficient funds to accomplish 
what has to be done. 

What do our current councilmembers feel about 
their undertaking? 

Councilman Sam Simpson, whose detailed map 
of all the water mains in the city, their age and 
size and research into their history of leaks brought 
dramatic focus to the distribution problems, had 
several comments concerning the current effort. 

“Water is our ^1 concern and my lt\ priority. 
I’ve worked very hard to identify and bring all 
the problems to the council’s attention and then 
kept after each thing until it was completed. I 
intend to keep working until we have our system 
where it should be.” He noted that his current 
push was for a city engineer with water exper¬ 
tise. 

Councilman Bruce Crow noted that he also had 
pushed hard for the various rehabilitation projects, 
adding “We need a long-term plan and, in my 
opinion, a city engineer who would be concerned 
with acquisition and distribution of water. We need 
to develop additional sales of surplus water to help 
in implementing our income in the future.” 

Councilman Clem Bartolai said, “There is no 
doubt our water system is in a state of disrepair 
and our current projects are long overdue. I’m 
for anything that will improve the water distribu¬ 


tion system, quality and service to the communi¬ 
ty.” He, too, sees a need for a full-time city 
engineer and would like to see yearly and even 
monthly reviews of on-going maintenance, plus a 
complete 5-10-year budget plan. 

Mayor Pro Tern Roy Buchan stated, “We’re 
trying to rectify deferred maintenance. We haven’t 
had full-time management of the water department 
which, 1 believe, we have need for in order to 
achieve on-going maintenance.” He also stressed the 
need for the whole program to be on a long- 
range basis. He feels the city has to do better 
in regard to distribution. 

Mayor Lisa Farrell said, “I don’t think any of 
us, citizen of councilmember, doubts the importance 
of caring for the preservation and reconstruction 
of our water system. I’m very happy to support 
the reconstruction now in progress.” She noted 
that she also would like to see a city engineer 
hired to manage the future organization of water 
projects. 

Long-range plans and close supervision, as well 
as elected representatives who are concerned, are 
all vital to the future of our water system. 

Even more important are citizens who are also 
concerned — enough to make sure their elected 
representatives are “taking care of it.”

tn the presentation earlier, Eire Chief Keith 
said, “I don’t think bringing George Maurer into 
full-time action is going to solve our problems.” 

Councilmembers debated ways to pay the salary 
that will be taken out of the general fund initial¬ 
ly until method of payment is established. 

Crow pointed out part of the fire depart¬ 
ment’s presentation that suggested an optional $25- 
per-year per household subscription program (or 
charging $100 per trip for a transported patient 
not on the subscription plan). 

Mayor Fowler seconded that plan and dis¬ 
cussion centered around an obligation of the city 
for a ballot measure to determine if residents wish 
to have a certain amount deducted from their water 
bills. 

According to McRea, average transporting fees 
are covered by insurance. “If the city bills for the 
service, it’s covered by insurance . . . Medicare 
allowance is $61.71 to transport.” 

The fire department’s proposal outlined “the 
assessment of a $25 annual fee which would gen¬ 
erate approximately $100,000 per year” ... an 
“annual EMT service fee (that) could be imposed 
upon the community through a monthly surcharge 
to each water meter generating approximately 
$84,000 per year”; . . . “funding for the code 
enforcement officer could be from the establishment 
of a Model Citation Program/Fee Schedule, enfor¬ 
cement of business licenses and collecting of permit 
fees.” 

Anticipated cost for the code enforcement of¬ 
ficer position is $25,500 ($20,400 salary and $5100 
Iriiige). 

The fire department transported 348 persons to 
a hrrspital in 1986, or 5817» of the medical rescue 
responses. There were 759 emergency responses of 
which 602 related to medical/rescue calls, the fire 
department report states. 

According to the report, Monrovia and La- 
Verne have implemented an EMT service fee as the 
result of ballot measures. 

Both Arcadia and Pasadena have paid parame¬ 
dic services. Alhambra and San Gabriel join with 
Sierra Madre for available EMT services. 

EMT care is a requirement, according to Fire 
Marshal Kramer, who said, “A level of emerpney 
care must be offered by a municipality.” 

Contracts for paramedics would be available 
from both Arcadia and Pasadena for a standard 
fee. Arcadia’s paramedic service would cost 
$150,000 per year (a step above the present Sierra 
Madre EMT service). 

A fire department part-time secretarial position 
was approved at an earlier meeting by the City 
Council for $7002 with no fringe benefits. The po¬ 
sition has not been filled. 

Crow was the only member to vote “yes” 
for subscription funding. Other council members 
wished to wait for the study session, Thursday, 
Feb. 26, at 5 p.m. to hammer out details of pay¬ 
ment of the salaried position of EMT/code enforce¬ 
ment officer.

Wine making supports 
La Salie High Schooi 

La Salle celebrates 30th year Mar, 28 


A unique and singular 
method of supporting the 
education of young men 
is wine-making by Chris 
tian Brothers, one of Cali¬ 
fornia’s oldest and largest 
wineries located in Napa 
Valley. And although the 
Brothers who instruct the 
young men at schools lo 
cated around the United 
States are known as Chris¬ 
tian Brothers, the real 
name of the order is 
Brothers of the Christian 
Schools. 

The order is the largest 
body of Catholic men de¬ 
voted principally to edu¬ 
cation. There are 72 in¬ 
dependent provinces or 
divisions operating 1600 
schools in 78 countries. 

La Salle high School, 
located in Pasadena is 
part of the San Fran¬ 
cisco province which 
operates 13 schools in 
California, Oregon, Mexi¬ 
co and also one in Los 
Angeles. The San Fran¬ 
cisco province, which uses 
wine-making as its pri¬ 
mary fundraiser, is com¬ 
posed of one elementary 
school, nine secondary 
schools, one college and 
a retreat house. There 
are about 10,000 students 
taught by the Christian 
Brothers in this province 


out of a total of 95,000 
in the United States, and 
800,000 in tine world 
Although the order was 
founded by St. Jean 
Baptiste de la Salle at 
Rheims, France in 1680, 
the order did not come to 
California until 1868 at the 
request of Bishop Joseph 
Alemany the archbishop 
of the Roman Catholic 
Church of San Francisco. 
St. Mary’s College was 
having financial difficul¬ 
ties and Alemany felt 
that the Christian Broth¬ 
ers could pull the col¬ 
lege from its depths both 
academically and finan¬ 
cially. 

The brothers took over 
the struggling college in 
1880 and began looking 
for a place to open a 
novitiate and home for 
those brothers who wished 
to retire. The brothers 
bought 45 acres on the 
northeastern edge of San 
Francisco Bay. Twelve 
of those acres were cov¬ 
ered vrith grapes and there 
began the link between 
wine and the Christian 
Brothers and La Salle 
School. 

Many of the brothers 
had grown up in France 
and wine-making was a 
natural with them and 


their families. The first 
wines were sacramental 
but soon the retired 


brothers began enjoying 
the wine with dinner 
Word traveled quickly 
and by 1920, 20,000 gal 
Ions were being sold an 
nually. Out went prohi 
bition later and in came 
wine-making on a serious 
vein. 


First they purchased 


an area in Napa Valley 
called Greystone in 1930 
and soon bought 300 
more acres at Mont La¬ 
Salle just outside the city 
of Napa. 

In the 1940s the Chris¬ 
tian Brothers signed an 
exclusive contract with 
wine merchants who be¬ 
gan to distribute the pro¬ 
duct nationwide. The dis¬ 
tributors encouraged the 
brothers to go into the 
brandy business and they 
obtained the Reedley 
winery in the San Joa¬ 
quin Valley. 

The making of good 
wines had put education 
on the map for good — 
with the successful distri¬ 
bution and sale of Chris¬ 
tian Brothers wines young 
men were able to estab¬ 
lish themselves in school.

Single parent, dual-owner 
households are on the rise 


be a phenomenal month 
for the resale of exist¬ 
ing single-family homes 
in California. In re¬ 
sponse to impending tax 
changes and further 
drops in interest rates, 
sales reached a season- 
.ally-adjusted annualized 
peak of 653,086 units 
sold, the highest level of 
this decade, according to 
the California Associa¬ 
tion of Realtors. 


American households 
are changing. More mar¬ 
ried couples were dual 
earners, more homes were 
led by single women and 
household size was at an 
all time low in 1985, 
says a study by the 
American Council of Life 
Insurance (ACLI). 

The report, “House¬ 
hold Income and Wealth,” 
is part of the ACLl’S 
Datatrack series, that 
analyzes U.S. Census 
Bureau and other govern¬ 
ment data on topics of 
interest to the life in¬ 
surance industry. 

According to the re¬ 
port, 53% of married 
couples in America were 
dual-earners in 1984, 
helping to compensate for 
the inflation and reces¬ 
sion of the 70s and early 


80s. 

In addition, only 58% 
of American households 
were led by married 
couples in 1985, com¬ 
pared with 73% in 1970. 
The number of homes led 
by single women rose by 
more than 84% over this 
period. 

Household size is shrink¬ 
ing, the report states. 
The number of single¬ 
person households grew 
twice as fast all all others 
between 1970 and 1984. 
The average number of 
persons per household in 
1984 was 2.69, compared 
with 3.14 in 1970. 

More households are 
making more money. 
With the rise of dual 
earners, the proportion 
of households making 
$35,000 or more has 


risen (after taking infla¬ 
tion into account) from 
22% in 1%7 to 28% 
in 1984. With household 
size shrinking, per capita 
income rose by 21% be¬ 
tween 1970 and 1984. 

Because of inflation, 
however, median income 
for American house¬ 
holds has actually fallen 
since 1970. 

In 1984, Americans 
earned a median income 
of $22,415 per household, 
compared with $8,734 in 
1970. But with inflation 
taken into account, the 
1970 income amounts to 
$23,363 in 1984 dollars 
— nearly $1000 less per 
household. 

Other highlights of the 
report include: 

• Between 1970 and 
1985, nonfamily 


households more 
than doubled from 
11.9 million to 24.1 
million. 

Nearly three and a 
half million more 
women reported 
having an income in 
1984 than men. 
Wives, on the aver¬ 
age, earned less than 
one-half of what 
husbands earned. 
Births to unmar¬ 
ried women rose by 
93% between 1970 
and 1984 

Out of all house¬ 
holders at any edu- 
cation level, the 
highest per capita | 
income earners in^ 
1984 were indivi-| 
duals with four or 
more years of post- 
secondary school.

The resale figures for 
December show a dra¬

California Association 
of Realtors president 
Jack Paulson explained,

code, as well as the ef¬ 
fects of the continued 
drop in interest rates, al¬ 
though tax-induced sales 
won’t be a major factor 
in the coming months,” 
noted Paulson. “The 
half-point decline in the

forecast that interest 
rates will continue to 
fall.” 

The association also 
reported that the state¬ 
wide median price edged 
up to 0.6% to $130,565 
in December compared 
with $129,767 in Novem¬ 
ber. This represents a 
5.4% increase from $123, 
913 in December of 1985. 

According to Jod ^ger, 
C.A.R. Chief Economist 
and Vice - President in 
charge of Research, 
Planning and Economics,' 
“Seasonal factors, com¬ 
bined with the higher 
proportion of 2 bedroom 
homes and investor prop¬ 
erties sold during recent 
months have constrained 
price appreciation. We 
expect this trend of more 
moderate price increases 
to continue in areas where 
housing supplies are ade¬ 
quate.” 

Twenty percent of Ca¬ 
lifornia’s existing single¬ 
family homes sold dur¬ 
ing December were 2 
bedrooms or less, up 
from 18.7% in Novem¬ 
ber and 18.1% in De- 
I cember 1985, while the 
percentage of 3-bedroom 
homes dropped to 51.5%

, and December 1985’s 
, 52.1%.

cember. The demand for 
existing single-family 
homes, coupled with the 
seasonal decline in list¬ 
ings, caused the unsold 
inventory index, which is 
the length of time it 
would take for all cur¬ 
rently-listed homes to 
sell, to dip to only 5.9 
months. This is a 2.3- 
month decline from No¬ 
vember and compares to 
the 9.3-month level re¬ 
corded in December of 
last year. 

“Inventories have rea¬ 
ched near record low le¬ 
vels,’’ added Singer. 
“Without an increased 
supply of homes for 
sale, housing affordabi¬ 
lity and sales activity 
will suffer.” 

The strong activity al¬ 
so extended to the con- 
dominium market, 
which accounted for 
15.2% of overall activity 
in December. C.A.R. 
statistics documented a 
sharp fall in the unsold 
inventory of attached 
housing to a 12.7 month 
supply, down from 18.6 
months in November. 

Regional resale trends 
confirmed that supplies 
were extremely low. In 
the San Francisco Bay 
area, for example, where 
December’s median price 
reached $167,612, sales 


over November and a 
whopping 45.6% over 
December a yaer ago. 

San Diego’s median 
price increased 1.0% to 
$119,648, but increased 
10% since December, 
1985. Sales got a boost 
of 31.9% over Novem¬ 
ber and an incredible 
%.2% over December of 
last year. 

Los Angeles registered 
a smaller increase in me¬ 
dian price of .09% to 
$129,976 in December, 
but saw an increase of 
7.7% over last Decem¬ 
ber’s median price. Re¬ 
sales increased 1.2% 
over November, but 
49.6% over December, 
1985. 

In Riverside/San Ber¬ 
nardino, the median 
price of $95,389 gained 
just 0.6% over Novem¬ 
ber, but sales activity 
was much stronger with 
an increase of 32.3% 
over November and 
56.7% over December of 
last year. 

Orange County’s me¬ 
dian price jumped to 
$153,972 in December, a 
gain of 2.3% over No¬ 
vember and up 6.8% 
over December a year 
ago. Resales increased 
14.4% over November 
and 47.1% December, 
; 1985.

Anton Chekhov, pro¬ 
bably the best known 
Russian playwright, has 
an undeserved reputa¬ 
tion for grief and gloom. 
His characters often 
seem frustrated and piti¬ 
ful, but recent re- 
evaluation of his work 
proves to reveal that this 
reputation is more due to 
the actor and director 
Stanislavski, who took 
him very seriously, than 
to Chekhov himself, who 
thought he was writing 
comedies. Chekhov sees 
the world from a very 
detached viewpoint, 
which can make most 
emotional tangles seem 
funny enough.
